Bowen Urges

Manager Richard Bowen told

Reporting on present water con= 
ditions, he said that consumption 
is running about 4 million gallons 
per day and that Haggetts is 
dropping at the rate of about a half 
inch each 24 hours, Hecommented

known as Old Mill Reservoir, They 
expect that this work would not 
only make possible the launching, 
of small boats and the construc= 
tion of a small bathing beach, but 
that it would also permit sufficient 
water movement to curb the 
breeding of mosquitoes, 

John Magee Jr. admitted that 
company crews dredged an area 
of some 500 by 60-80 ft. before 
he and his father were aware of 
Hatch Act restrictions, The work 


| was stopped and a hearing sched= 


uled after Magee was told in the 
local planning board office of the 
law’s requirements, The younger 
Magee said workmen found six to 
12 feet of silt in the section 
dredged prior to the stop work 
order. He said they want to use 
all such material collected as a 
cover over gravel to fill lowareas 
in the subdivision where a gravel 
pit once existed, He reported that 
the company holds title to 78 acres 
of land off County Road, 66 of it 
actually part of the subdivision, 

Several issues raised were not 
relevant to the Hatch Act. For 
example, William Marple of 
Fosters Pond, treasurer of the 
pond association, asked if Magee 
construction would be willing to 
share the expense of keeping the 
pond’s dam in repair and helping 
with taxes on it. 

John Magee Jr. said he could 
not commit the company without 
some idea of what sort of figures 
were involved, but that the firm 
would be willing to talk about this 
point. Marple pointed out that 
without the association’s dam, 
there would be no water for re= 
creation, 

Boating A Problem 

Others questioned how desirable 
it would be to permit additional 
boating on the pond and pointed 
out that near-accidents and noisy 
boats are already a problem. 
Magee said at one point in the 
discussion that he felt as many as 
50 small craft could be handled in 
a cove the size contemplated by 
his company, 

In the discussion of mosquito 
control, Robert Wilton of Fosters 
Pond said he did not see how the 
clean up work outlined could ac= 
tivate water on the Magee side of 
the pond when the water is so low 
because of the drought that it does 
not flow over the dam. The younger 
Magee explained that he had been 
told by a Mr. Foley at the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources that 
even the clearing of long grasses 
could free the surface of the water 
to the wind and that this could 
create enough motion to have some 
effect in controlling mosquitoes, 

Heinrich Rohrbach, speaking for 
the Andover Conservation Com= 
mission, told the hearing audience 
that his group has not yet come to 
any conclusions about the Magee 
project, But he warned that the 
water supply problem should be 
considered because ‘‘Lord knows 
when it will rain again,”’ 

During the discussion of water 
table, it was reported that home= 
Owners around the pond draw their 
water from wells at depths of from 
roughly 10 to 300 feet, 

The Fosters Pond Assn. con= 
trols flowage rights to the pond 
under the provision of the old 
Mill Acts, written to give manu= 
facturers the right to control water 
levels for manufacturing purposes, 
These rights have been passed 
from one owner to another. The 
original dam at Fosters Pond, 
according to records in the state 
waterways division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, was built 
in 1850, Department records show 
that it was rebuilt in 1937, 

The dam is intended to raise 
the level of the water to six or 
seven feet above the natural pond 
boundaries, Fosters is classified 
as a Great Pond, meaning that it 
includes 10 acres of water or more 
in its natural state, 
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fourteen years, He taught two years 
in elementary schools in Maine 
and Connecticut, and followed that 
with two years as a junior high 
school teacher-principal, also in 
Connecticut, For eight years he 
was principal of an elementary 
school in North Branford, Conn, 
and in 1965 he served as assistant 
to the superintendent in that same 
community, 

Married, Clapp is the father of 
two children, He holds a bachelor’s 
degree from Aroostook (Maine) 
State Teachers College and a 
master’s in elementary school ad= 
ministration from the University 
of Maine, He has graduate credits 
from the University of Connecticut, 

In Andover he will supervise the 
elementary school program and 
work with Supt. EdwardI. Erickson 
in other areas of responsibility.

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A Fatal Failure 


The selectmen have more or less decided about half 
way what they might do about a Town Hall. 

This is as definite as anyone can be in commenting on 
the status of a decision making process that has _pre- 
occupied the last two policy boards. 

When Austin E. Anderson of the Andover Chamber of 
Commerce said some weeks ago at a TH committee 
meeting that the selectmen do themselves and the town a 
disservice by not settling this issue, he hit the nail on the 
head, 

The Selectmen are paying a high price for their in- 
decision. The Andover Town Hall has become the butt of 
many a joke that ends in criticism of the board, something 
that is certain to be remembered at election time. 

One official said recently: I think we’ve tried too hard — 
we’ve wanted so hard to please so many people 
wanted so hard to be right . . . we have tied so many 
strings to the project that we can’t do anything. 

But something must be done. The board must gather the 
the courage to act, even at the risk of having its proposal 
opposed or rejected by the townspeople. It needs the 
precious time it consumes on this subject to educate 
itself for the more important decisions that lie ahead. Its 
individual members must be prepared to make major judg- 
ments about water and sewage facilities that involve the 
well being of us all, and that of future generations as 
well. If they lack courage to be decisive about a town 
hall — or even to admit that they cannot come to a majority 
agreement — Andover is in trouble. 

And the Selectmen are in trouble as well. As Philip 
LaFollette, a former Governor of Wisconsin, once said on 
the subject of governmental leadership: ‘‘The one thing 
that is fatal is to fail to lead.’’ 


The Hatch Act 


The Hatch Act hearings held by the Board of Selectmen 
in recent months have served to demonstrate what wide 
confusion there is about the purposes and provisions of 
this new state conservation law. 

In every instance numerous people have come to speak 
about personal preferences, in opposition to the develop- 
ment of residential property by other than native contrac- 
tors and — as in the case of Fosters Pond — to discuss 
the feasibility of permitting additional boating on the 
pond etc. 

The Hatch Act, however, is much broader in scope than 
this. It is concerned with just two major factors. will any 
proposed filling or dredging of swampy lands have an 
adverse effect on water supply and/or interfere with flood 
control? The fact that protecting natural drainage lands 
on these terms also results in the preservation of the 
wildlife that makes its home in such areas and further 
serves to prevent unlimited urbanization is actually a 
side benefit. 

The hearings held make it obvious, also, that the public 
is confused about the role of the Board of Selectmen in 
determining what plans for development are in conflict 
with the Hatch Act. The local policy board merely serves 
as a go between; its purpose is to collect relative data 
and make recommendations, which may or may not prevail, 
to the State Department of Natural Resources. It is this 
state agency which, using professional techniques, must 
rule on the legality of any dredge and fill proposal for 
drainage areas, Rather than sitting like a White Knight 
astride the Hatch Act, the department has worked thus far 
to promote the evolution of solutions that protect both 
public and private interests. 

It would seem that the Selectmen could save themselves 
and the townspeople considerable anguish by spelling out 
these facts quite clearly at the opening of each and every 
Hatch Act public hearing. 


The Wall 


The young folks that have taken to collecting along the 
wall that backs up to the small town park at Elm Square 
are making a nuisance of themselves. 

The senior citizens who used to visit there are un- 
happy about it, but that alone is not reason enough to ask 
the young folks to move out. Well behaved teenagers have 
as much right as anybody to meet and watch the world go 
by on a summer evening. 

But the talk is getting out of hand; some have found it 
downright offensive. And the crowd that spills into the 
street some nights looks and behaves very unlike the 
clean cut sort of American youth that would be a welcome 
decoration downtown. 

There seems to be no choice but to break it up.

One-sided 


Crackdowns 


(Reprinted from the July 15 
issue of the Christian Science 
Monitor) 

The American nation could be 
understandably confused as a re= 
sult of the administration’s roll- 
back of the recent 5 percent rise 
in the price of molybdenum, In 
the first place, this crackdown 
appears to be a clear-cut repudia= 
tion of Secretary of Commerce 
John T, Connor’s statement in 
May that such drastic government 
action was over, Secondly, once 
again the administration has come 
down hard on an industry while 
failing to act with equal vigor 
against what may well be far more 
damaging union action, 

Thus the nation might well ask 
the administration several im= 
portant but embarrassing ques= 
tions, Is or is not the federal 
price-rise guideline policy still in 
effect? Does the government’s 
failure to show as much vigor 
against the disastrous and largely 
unjustified machinists strike 
against five airlines mean that 
Washington will continue to live by 
a double standard where industry 
and labor are concerned? 


It will be recalled in connection 
with this last question that in 
January the government cracked 
down hard on a steel price rise 
while not daring to step in and 
seek to bring to an end the callous 
strike of New York City’s subway 
workers, 

The nation had hoped that by this 
time President Johnson would have 
fulfilled his pledge (born, it is 
thought,’ from public anger over 
the subway strike) to ask Congress 
for laws enabling the government 
“*to effectively deal with strikes 
which threatenirreparable damage 
to the national interest,’? Un= 
happily, this much-applauded 
pledge has remained a dead 
letter... 

Although there are many serious 
doubts about the effectiveness of 
the federal guidelines policy, we 
believe that they can servea useful 
purpose, But we have never be= 
lieved that they will be effective 
in holding down inflation so long as 
other inflationary factors, among 
them overhigh union wage de= 
mands, go uncontrolled, 

The American economy is too 
tightly interwoven, is too finely 
balanced for anyone to hope that 
restraints in only one or two direc= 
tions can servetocontrol the entire 
structure, There are sound 
reasons for the government to have 
looked askance at both the steel 
and molybdenum price rises, But 
Washington must remember that 
justice wears a blindfold over 
both eyes, not over just one,

Who would have believed it? Just 
a few months ago everyone was 
worrying that our economy was 
heating up too much, Now the con= 
cern is just the opposite, We seem 
to be moving from a danger of in= 
flation = too much money in our 
economy ~ to a problem of tight 
money ~- not enough money in cir= 
culation to meet the demands for 
home mortgages and business ex- 
pansion, 

Involved here is a complicated 
problem of economics, but it 
seems to boil down to a question 
of competition for the dollars of 
savers between the commercial 
banks and the savings and loanas= 
sociations, Banks _ essentially 
operate by using the money of their 
depositors, They pay interest rates 
to savers and then charge slightly 
higher interest rates to those bor- 
rowers who use the savers money, 

Just as the borrower seeks to 
obtain money for his car, home or 
business at the lowest possible 
rate of interest, the saver wants to 
get the highest possible return on 
his money. 

At the heart of the present con- 
troversy is a device known as a 
certificate of deposit, A CD is 
generally a short-term device that 
carries a fairly high rate of in- 
terest, Originally issued only in 
very large sums, they are now 
available in amounts as low as 
$25. Interest on a CD runs at 5,5

Problem For Libraries 


Attending the recent annual 
meeting of the American Library 
Assn, from Memorial Hall Library 
were Miss Miriam Putnam, 
librarian, and Miss Elizabeth Rus- 
sell, supervisor of work with 
children, 

Miss Putnam reports that two 
meetings she attended were pare 
ticularly stimulating: one was 
“Library opportunities for people 
of low education’® and the second, 
“‘The literate unreached: paper- 
back readers and libraries.” 

Staff members of the public 
libraries of Baltimore, Brooklyn, 
and New Haven described their 
attempts to reach the functional 
illiterate, They reported some 
success. They agreed that the most 
difficult problem was how to find 
the functionally illiterate (defined 
as someone who just can’t read 
what is written to answer his par- 
ticular need for information) and 
how best to interpret the function 
of the public library in terms of 
his or her needs. 

Contrary to widely held opinion, 
these people are not apathetic 
about books but hold them as ale 
most sacred, Mothers for example, 
want to be able to read to their 
children, or to know about the 
‘new math.’’ Most of the func= 
tionally illiterate read below the 
fourth grade level but as one 
speaker pointed out, one can write 
about our daily life at that level, 

One paperback book distributor 
sees paperbacks as important in= 
struments of reader motivation, 
More than one speaker gently 
nudged public libraries to re= 
consider some of their basic con« 
cepts, and make available in larger 
quantities than many do now, books 
in areas where bookstores find 
most demand - science, foreign

But who can be blamed for 
reacting when a slip of a girl 
strides up on the front porch and 
introduces herself as the new mail- 
man? 

Such identification was neces- 
sary last week when Andover’s 
first female letter carrier started 
her rounds because there were 
suspicious citizens who suspected 
she had overpowered one of the 
postal department’s men in blue 
and made off with his delivery cart, 
One went so far as to call the post 
office to see if it was missing a 
piece of equipment. 

Virginia Berg, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frederick Berg, 19 
Argilla Rd., is a1966 AHS graduate 
and one of four honor essayists 
in her class. In September she will 
settle down at Tufts College to 
begin preparation for a career as 
a chemical engineer, but this sum= 
mer she is a U, S, mailman, and

When Postmaster Francis 


Mooney hired her last spring, he 
told Virginia she would have to be 
prepared to carry a man’s work 
load. And she does. She fills in 
for vacationing employees, and it 
was in this capacity that she went 
onto the street to deliver maillast 
Thursday and Friday.

Her premier appearance caused 
a sensation, Brakes squealed as 
startled motorists caught sight 
of her making the rounds in the 
Punchard-Bartlet-Locke Street 
area, and Virginia reports that one 
female motorist took such a long 
look that she very nearly went up 
a tree, 

A gang of juvenile FBI agents 
trailed her, tracking downthe mail 
thief; one elderly woman was cer= 
tain she had something to do with 
a lawn mower company; and 
another responded to Virginia’s 
introduction of herself as a mail- 
man with the wide-eyed exclama=- 
tion, ‘‘You mean the U, S. United 
States mail?’’ 

It was an invigorating two days 
(the second was spent on the Elm 
Street route) and the teenager 
hopes and expects more of the 
same. She will be 18 Saturday and 
ready to put her experience with 
the handling of a Volkswagen bus 
to the test on a red, white and blue 
mail truck, All she wants is the 
chance, 

As a regular thing, Virginia 
works a split shift, inside, She 
arrives at the main post office 
at 6 a.m, and empties out all the 
incoming mail to set it up for 
carrier sorting. It’s not a job 
for a weakling, The hags she shifts 
around can weigh .s .uch as 70 
pounds and there are plenty of 
them, 

With this out of the way, she 
begins sorting mail that comes 
in soon after 7a,m, from the street 
boxes, They have to be postmarked 
and sorted for shipping, and packed 
in the proper sacks and pouches, 
By 10 or 10:30, depending on the 
volume of mail, she is ready to 
head home for awhile. 

Sometime between 2 and 4 p,m. 
she is back on the job, and on 
duty until 6 p.m, and after to pro= 
cess the day-end mail coming in 
from Andover business firms as 
they shut down for the day. It can 
be an 11 hour day or a briefer one,
